The present claim 1 does not meet the requirements 
of PCT Article 33(2) because its subject matter is 
not novel . 



Dl shows a device for providing access to data from 
different data sources (UNIX and Windows systems 
and/or data from different applications) , namely 
data from an automation device (e.g. UNIX-based 
printer devices or another system controlled by a 
networked computer) and/or an ERP device and/or 
other production-relevant data, wherein means are 
provided which allow for a single, central access to 
all data sources (page 1, lines 10-12) and uniform 
visualisation of the data from the corresponding 
data sources (see the figure on page 2, the 
uniformity of the representation is given, e.g., by 
the visualisation in the same GUI or the use of 
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uniform fonts) . 

Note: Uniform visualisation is not a technical 
feature and cannot therefore contribute to inventive 
step . 

2. The features of dependent claims 2-8 are either 

known from Dl or are standard measures in the art 
which a person skilled in the art would carry out 
according to circumstances, without thereby being 
inventive (PCT Article 33(2) and (3)). 

For example, 

Claims 2, 3, 4: means allowing roll-based access to 
data are present in operating systems such as 
Windows NT and UNIX, in that the access rights are 
configured in a roll -based manner. The individual 
"User Accounts" are protected with passwords. A 
predetermined visualisation of the data is given by 
the user-specific configuration of a file manager. 

Claim 5: In Dl, data from different data sources are 
visualised together in a visualisation window (UNIX 
Desktop) . 

Claims 6 and 7 : A file manager in UNIX or Windows NT 
is a data acquisition device which combines and 
visualises data from different data sources . 
Moreover, an access management device is integrated 
in both operating systems. 
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
